Bell showed him how
to place lils ear to the receiver, and he then
Went to the transmitter, which had been
placed at the other end of the wire strung
along the room. ‘The Emperor walted ex-
pectantly, the judges watched curlously,
Bell, at a distance, spoke Into the trans-
mitter.  In utter wonderment the Emperor
ralged his head from the receiver. "My
God." he cried, "It talks!”
